Dear Sir : I am obliged to you for sending me a 
copy of Mr. Garrison’s reply to my letter, which I 
had not before seen. It puts me into a grave diffi¬ 
culty : for I do not desire any personal controversy 
_:.k whom I so much respect; yet unless I dis- 


expression- 

bat I must decline to comply with yonr request to 
issue a proclamation to tbe citizens, generally, to join 
in such an illumination, for various reasons, which I 
will briefly state. 

1st. If I should issue such a proclamation, there 
sje many citizens who would be denounced as dis¬ 
loyal, if ihrough want of opportunity, of inclination, 


i, they fail to comply with the recom¬ 
mendation. . 

2d. By those in authority, they are not claimed as 
Union victories, but as the result of the Emancipa¬ 
tion proclamation, as announced in the “To whom it 
may concern ” manifesto. 

3d. It is asserted that the new policy of the Ad¬ 
ministration will give us a succession of victories. 
If this is the case, your honorable body will be 
called upon to illuminate every fortnight; and if the 
papers in the employ of the Administration, which 
daily parade “ the defeat of the rebels,” are to be 
believed, three times a week. 

I yield to no man in my attachment to “ the Union 
as it was and the Constitution as it is,” but as the 
President demands of the Southern people to abandon 
the rights which tbe Constitution confers, I do not see 
how those who havo always held that the Federal 
government has nothing to do with the domestic 


institutions of the States can be expected to rejoice 
over victories, which, whatever they may be, surely 
are not Union victories. 

If these victories were to unite the States, and 
were a sure harbinger of peace, I would be pleased, 
if I could issue such a proclamation as would induce 
the poorest citizen to part with his last mite for the 
purchase of a single tallow candle ' 


o celebrate the 


4th. It has been the immemorial custom of man¬ 
kind, in all ages and climes, to abstain from rejoicings 
over victories gained in civil wars, and such has been 
the practice thus far during the present strife, which 
has distracted our once happy Union. The only effect 
of departing tram jiffs usage. sanctioned Alike by 
humanity and sound policy, will be to acknowledge, 
by such exhibitions, that these are victories over 
aliens and enemies, and that there is no hope of 
securing peace on the basis of the Federal Union. 
This hope, in common with a large portion of our 
fellow-citizens, I am not prepared to abandon. 

You are aware that here is the essential difference 
between the two parties now contending for political 
mastery in the Northern States. One of these de¬ 
clares that no terms can be offered “ except such as 
may be based upon an unconditional surrender ” 
of the rights of the States, and the other maintains 
that “ peace may be restored on the basis of the 
Federal Union.” 

Taking into consideration that a canvass is now in 
progress of the most exciting character, I am forced 
to regard the proposed demonstration, as on.*, of a 
political nature, and according to tbe rule w hioL 1 
laid down for my guidance on entering upon the 
duties of Mayor, I cannot give it my official indorse¬ 
ment.

his extraordinary misinterpretations of what I 
have written, I fear it will be supposed I acquiesce 
in them. My letter was not written for this side of I 
the Atlantic, hut for the Anti-Slavery and Republi¬ 
can party of thermion, who seem to me in danger of 
grave mistake in'kupposing Mr. Lincoln’s honesty to 
be a vast advantage, and almost a security that 
things will come right, I am as much convinced of | 
his honesty, I believe, as Mr. Garrison can be; and I 
distinctly say, when his principles are not those 
which an anti-slavery man should desire, the more 
honest he is the worse for that cause. He has been 
brave enough to veto the Congress in his tenderness 
for slaveholding rebels. An eloquent gentleman from 
America defended to me the painful address made 
by Mr. Lincoln to the colored men when he pro¬ 
pounded bis scheme for colonizing them, by saying 
that the President was only intending to throw dust 
into the eyes of the Kentucky slaveholders. I was 
shocked by that address, and ill-accepted the excuse ; 
but when his Emancipation proclamation came I 
thought he had turned over a new leaf. In a great 
national convulsion, all is well that ends well; but 
it is now too manifest that Mr. Lincoln has a mean 
prejudice against color; and his public declaration 
that he greatly prefers gradual to sudden emancipa¬ 
tion is no abstract preference, but is one which, in 
spite of his Emancipation proclamation, he is bent | 
upon making a reality, by introducing serfdom in 
place of slavery. Mr. Garrison totally misinterprets 
what I said was “ a terrible truth,” although I wrote 5 

explicitly as to think it impossible. The dry fact, 

.. ited without a particle of color, is, that the Presi¬ 
dent conferred freedom on the slaves of the States 
still in revolt, over whom he had no power, and 
refused to bestow freedom on the slaves of Tennessee 
and Louisiana [after those States had revolted and 
had been subdued), over whom he had power. No¬ 
thing hindered him in the latter case but his own 
interpretation of the Constitution; which is not 
Sumner’s interpretation, nor Butler’s, nor Andrew’s. 
Ido not say that Mr. Lincoln-is dishonest, as Mr. 
Garrison strangely supposes (and if I did think him 
dishonest, lot impotr pubfcty «*ot pnara 

would be truly absurd and highly blameable): but 
I see his interpretation of the Constitution is such as 

* give vast advantage and vitality to the slave sys- 

m ; and from this I feel grave alarm for the future. 

Mr. Garrison simply repeats the statement against 
which I remonstrated as clearly inaccurate, that the 
President emancipated more than three million slaves 
by his word, and still winks at the fact that he gra¬ 
tuitously sustains slavery in Tennessee, and did not 
abolish it on the Mississippi. He erroneously sup¬ 
poses that I regard the President to wield autocratic 
powers. It is not for me to define what are his pow¬ 
ers ; but as far as I have a right to have an opinion, 
it is that Mr. Lincoln has exceeded his powers in his 
new and dangerous Louisiana Constitution. Native 
Americans must look to such matters. I look only 
to great moral interests. Undoubtedly I do expect 
that if he is to have any honor from us, he shall treat 
the colored race as his “ fellow-citiSens,” and shall 
uize in them, wherever he has legal power, the 
rights which any ordinary European, any Eng¬ 
lish Tory nobleman, would recognize. It is notorious 
that English generals regarded the revolt of the 
American colonists as a forfeiture of their right to 
have their local laws respected ; and therefore as a 
thing of course, saw in their slaves only men and 
not property. Mr. Lincoln insists, to this day, on 
seeing the slaves of Tennessee as “ property and I 
cannot make Mr. Garrison understand that I am 
shocked to find him not to resent this. It is a simple 
fact, and not an imputation on my part, or an “ un¬ 
merited sarcasm ” that Mr. Lincoln does not regard 
the treason of the rebels to have forfeited their con¬ 
stitutional rights over their slaves; bat does regard 
present and galling danger, and that alone, to justify 
his emancipation ; and after nominally emancipating, 
he does his best (or his worst) to hinder the emanci¬ 
pation from being sudden ; i. e. to keep the colored 
race in serfdom. 

I earnestly trust that the Congress will overrule 
_ is. If it does not, I have a mournful certainty that 
long and chronic miseries will convulse the Union, 
and will endanger the safety of what seems to have 
been won. European intervention will follow any 
renewal of war. This, also, Mr. Garrison passes 
over, as if I had not said it. He once more blows a 
trumpet note, ascribing to Mr. Lincoln not only his 
own merits, which are great, but things for which he 
has no merit; and shuts his eyes to the possibility 
that this frightful scheme of .serfdom may yet ruin 
everything. 

I saw in another paper an extract from Mr. Gar- 
..son, which I do not see in this letter, where he 
pleads tbe non-enfranchisement of English peasants 
as justifying Mr. Lincoln in refusing to allow politi¬ 
cal suffrage to the colored race of Louisiana. Be¬ 
sides all the other cardinal diversities of the cases, 
this overlooks that Mr. Lincoln has volunteered to 
put the colored race there beyond the protection of\ 
Congress, and has put them back into the local power 
of the white men who had already cruelly oppressed 
them ; who also revolted in order to continue that 
oppression; white men who had broken the treaty 
with France by which the rights of the colored 
freedmen in Louisiana were secured. Surely, even 
Mr. "Lincoln's duty to France is here something. 

1 fear to touch on Mr. Garrison’s very ungenerous 
and needless allusions to Mr. Conway, lest 1 say too 
much.

This we do know : that his Emancipation 
proclamation of January 1,1863, liberated more than 
three-fourths of the entire slave population; that 
since that period,emancipation has followed in Mary¬ 
land, Western Virginia, Missouri, and the District of 
Colombia, and is being rapidly consummated in Ken¬ 
tucky and Tennessee, thus terminating the holding of 
property in man everywhere under the American 
flag ; that all the vast Territories have been conse-1 
crated to freedom and free labor; that all Fugitive 
Slave laws have been repealed, so that slave-hunt¬ 
ing is at an end in all the free States; that no rebel 
State can be admitted to the Union, except on the 
basis of complete emancipation; that national justice 
(refused under every other Administration) has been 
done to the republics of Hayti and Liberia, by the

Among the two dozen pamphlets announced in the 
leading column of the leadiug opposition journal in 
this city—just under the name of the paper, and in¬ 
troducing the editorial articles—is one which is 
entitled the “ Ethical Position of Slavery in the Social 
System.” 

Are our readers aware of the character of this 
publication which is thus put forth as a “ Democratic 
campaign document"? Would they believe it, if 
we told them, that the entire purport of it is to prove 
that slavery is the only proper, and in fact a divinely 
ordained, condition of the large majority of white 
men ? Yet such is the fact; the pamphlet is now 
open before us; we have read it attentively ;^and we 


its object in subduing the natural disobedience of the 
human heart, and tempered the character of a peo¬ 
ple with obedience to law. If, however, tbe ruled are 
fractious, turbulent, self-willed, vicious, the slavery- 
element inherent in government revives and manifests 
itself by more stringent measures, so that persistent 
disobedience is rebuked and subdued even by. pbysi 
cal force. So in the matrimonial relation (where the 
slavery element is of a milder type than in the other 
relations, being naturally tempered by a stronger 
love in the two parties), the obedience commanded 
becomes cheerful subjection, and then all revolting 
ideas of tyranny and oppression vanish, ju3t so far 
as the parties conform to the rules that God has 
gives for the regulation of that relation. When, 
however, the love that is enjoined disappears in the 
husband, and a wilful, contrary, fractious spirit : - 
manifested in the wife, then it is that disorder, cc 
tention and wretchedness ensue in the family. 

“ Again, in the parental relation this same slavery 
element is vigorous or mild, even disappearing alto¬ 
gether to suit the individual character* of each child 
of a family. The parent, holding divinely appointed 
power, is commanded to use* it temperate.}-, not to 
provoke to wrath : but obedience is peretr. i K , ’-ih- com¬ 
manded on the part of the child. Where the pa¬ 
rental command is given in the temper required, and 
tbe eMld renders prompt and cheerful obedience, the 
bonds of its slavery are not felt. Bat when the 
child is wilful, headstrong, stubborn, unruly, then it 
is that tbe slavery element of the relation asserts its 
power and brings its severities to bear, to subdue the 
native disobedience of the young heart, before its 
unrestrained e^reise shall in manhood have given it 
a strength that will compel at a remoter period the 
civil governor to use the stronger and more effectual 
means of subjection, in order to protect society from 
its violence. 

“ And now, in that relation in which the slavery 
element is more strongly because dirSetly pronounced 
why should not the same reasoning be accepted?

To suppose that^ 
the armies of the Union have, as their sole object, the 
emancipation of slaves, is to suppose a country behind 
them too far advanced ever to have had a war about slave¬ 
ry. If civilization should abandon all that selfishness has 
achieved—is achieving—the strdbgest institutions would 
crumble. The only important question is, Are their vic¬ 
tories necessarily victories for freedom? Does the slave 
prav for a sight of their banner ? It almost seems to me 
that only tbe wilfully blind can fail to see Liberty and Jus¬ 
tice boveriug over the army of the Union, so palpable are 
their signs. If ever a nation gave out evidences of a na¬ 
tional regeneration, faithfully going on, it would seem that 
the American Union has doij^o within the last few years.
